The department shall deduct an amount not to
34 exceed two dollars of each fee collected under this subsection for
35 administration and collection expenses incurred by it.  The remaining
36 proceeds must be remitted to the custody of the state treasurer with a
37 proper identifying detailed report.  Under RCW 46.16.755, the state
38 treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the motor vehicle account until

 9 upon application and registration of a vehicle, the holder of a
10 "Helping Kids Speak" license plate shall pay an initial fee of forty
11 dollars.  The department shall deduct an amount not to exceed twelve
12 dollars of each fee collected under this subsection for administration
13 and collection expenses incurred by it.  The remaining proceeds must be
14 remitted to the custody of the state treasurer with a proper
15 identifying detailed report.  Pursuant to RCW 46.16.755, the state
16 treasurer shall credit the proceeds to the motor vehicle account until
17 the department determines that the state has been reimbursed for the
18 cost of implementing the "Helping Kids Speak" special license plate.

21 NEW SECTION.  Sec. 4.  A new section is added to chapter 46.16 RCW
22 to read as follows:
23 (1) The "Ski & Ride Washington" account is created in the custody
24 of the state treasurer.  Upon the department's determination that the
25 state had been reimbursed for the cost of implementing the "Ski
26 Washington" special license plate, all receipts, except as provided in
27 RCW 46.16.313 (12) and (13), from "Ski & Ride Washington" license
28 plates must be deposited into the account.  Only the director of the
29 department of licensing or the director's designee may authorize
30 expenditures from the account.  The account is subject to allotment
31 procedures under chapter 43.88 RCW, but an appropriation is not
32 required for expenditures.
33 (2) Funds in the account must be disbursed subject to the following
34 conditions and limitations:
35 (a) Under the requirements of RCW 46.16.765, the department must
36 contract with a qualified nonprofit organization for the purpose of
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 1 promoting winter snowsports (i.e. skiing and snowboarding) and related
 2 programs such as ski and ride safety programs, underprivileged youth
 3 "ski and ride" programs, and active, healthy lifestyle programs.
 4 (b) The qualified nonprofit organization must meet all requirements
 5 set out in RCW 46.16.765."
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 6 In line 2 of the title, after "plate;" strike the remainder of the
 7 title and insert "reenacting and amending RCW 46.16.313; adding new
 8 sections to chapter 46.16 RCW; and adding a new section to chapter
